Abraham to their Deliverance out of E- 
gypt ; and the ſecond (which reaches from 
the Time of that Deliverance, to their 
poſſeſſion of the promiſed Land) is a 
mixture of Mercies and Deliverances on 
God's Part, and of Murmurings and Re— 
bellions on the part of the People. Which 
being but too juſt a Deſcription of the 


Goodneſs of God to theſe Nations, and . 


of our provoking and undutiful Returns, 
are choſen on that Account for the Sub- 


ject of my preſent Diſcourſe ; and the 


Text will naturally lead us to take a

Firſt, then, Of the Deliverances;: and” 
Murmurings, of the 1ſraelites, What the 5 
Bondage was from which they were deli-

the Book of Exodus; the Egyptians made 
the Children of Iſrael ſerve with KRigour, 
der 13. — they made their Lives bitter with 
hard Bondage, ver. 14. — and the Com- 
mand of Pharaoh to the Midwives (ver. 
16.) to deſtroy all the Male Children as 
ſoon as they were born, made it evident, 
that nothing leſs was intended, than 
their utter Extirpation. 

Under thefe Oppreſſions, and Appre- 
henſions of Ruin, the People cry earneſt- 
ly to God for Succour and Protection; 
and God graciouſly hears their Cry, and 
= ſends Moſes his Servant to be their Deli- 
= verer ; *I hade heard their Cry, [ know their 
= Sorrows ; Now therefore, behold the Cry of the 
= Children of Iſrael is come unto me; + and J 
bade alſo ſeen the Oppreſſion wherewith the E- 
= gyptians oppreſs them: Come now therefcre, 
= an] [ will ſend thee unto Pharaoh, that thou 
= mayeſt bring forth my People the Children of 
Itrael out of Egypt. Accordingly Moſes, 


3 having receiv'd this Commiſhon, deli- 


vers them from their Bondage, and brings

ful Miracles; and theſe, David ſuccinaly | 
enumerates, from the 27th to the 38th 


Verſe of the firſt of thoſe Pfalms ; that 
they might be kept in everlaſting Re- 
membrance. And how deep a Senſe the 
People then had of the Divine Goodneſs, 
in the Courſe of that wonderful Dekite- 
rance; and how great an Eſteem and Re- 
verence of Moſes, their great Deliverer 
under God; is alto particularly obſerv'd 
in the 14 th Chapter of the fame Book: 
Where, Alder their Paſſage through the 
Waters on dry Land, and the drowning 
of the Egyptians in he Sea, it is added, 
* And Iſrael ſaw that great Work, which the 
Lord did upon the Egyptians ; an the Peo- 
ple feared the Lord, and believed the Lord and 
hi Servant Moſes. . 
But no ſooner did they think them- 
ſelves out of the reach of Danger, but 
| their late Slavery, and their Fears and 
Apprehenfions of Ruin, were quite for— 
gotten; no ſooner did they loſe the Sight 
of the Egyptzans, but they loſt the Senſe 
of the Hand of God; no ſooner was their 
Deliverance wrought, or: rather —

and Murmurings, againſt their great 
Deliverer.. SES LE) 
Their firſt Complaint was, That Mo- 
ſes had changed their Condition for the 
worſe, in point of Plenty. They were of 
courſe to travel through a great Wilder- 
nels, and could not hope, in reaſon, to 
ind Accommodations exactly to their 
Minds, in all Places where they pitched 
their Tents: But yet, forgetting the 
Miſeries from which he had juſt delive- 
red them, and the pleaſant and fruitful 
| Land to which he was conducting them, 
| they lay hold of every little Inconveni- 
ence, to revile and accuſe him, and even 
to upbraid him with bringing them out 
of Egypt. In one place the Waters were 
not ſweet enough ; and then preſently, 
* The People murmured againt Moſes, ſay- 
ing, What ſhall we drink? and again, + The 
People murmured againſt Moſes, and ſaid, 
Wherefore is this that thou baſt | brought 1 
out of Egypt, to kill us and our Children, and 
our Cattel, with thirſt ? In another place, 
their Bread happen'd to fail; and then,

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as we find, * The whole whole Congregation 
murmured againſt Moſes and Aaron, 'and 
faid unto them, Would to God we had dive by 
the hand of the Lord in the Land of Egypt ; 
when we ſat by the Fle/h- -pots, and when we 
did cat A to the full : for ye have brought 
us forth into this 25 s, to kill this whole 
Aſſembly with hunger. Upon this, God 
gives them Manna from Heaven ; but 
within a while, they grow weary of that 
too, and will not be content till they have 
Change of Proviſion ; and, in the mean 
time they fly upon Moſes with as much 
Fury and Reſentment as ever, + We re- 
member the Fiſh, which we did 405 in Egypt 
freely; Wherefore have ye brought us up out 
of Egypt, to die in the Wilderneſs ? For 
there is no bread, neither is there any water ; 
and our Soul loatheth this light bread. | 
Their next head of Complaint was, 
That Moſes had expoſed them to great 
Perils, and engaged rhem in a dangeroits 
War. Even before they were quite deli- 
ver'd, they reproach'd him to his face for 
the- Dangers he had brought upon them, 
by attempting their Deliverance - $4

after them, they faid unto Moſes, * Be- 
cauſe there were no Graves in Egypt, heſt 
thou taken us away to die in the Wilderneſs ?

And, in like 
manner, when the Spies who were ſent 
to view the Land of Canaan, brought back 
a Report, that the People were ſtrong, 
and lived in walled Cities; and the Ifrae- 
lites found, that they were to engage in a 
long War, before their Deliverance could 
be finiſhed ; then {as we read) + They mur- 
mured azainft Moſes and againſt Aaron; and 
ſaid unto them, Would God that we had died 
in the land A's Egypt, or would God we had 
died in the Wilderneſs : Wherefore hath the 
Lord brought us into this Land, to fall by the 
Sword ; that our Mives and our Children 
ſhould be a prey? 7 

The Third Sort of Grievance, was 
Partiality in the Adminiſtration; that they 
who were equal in Figure and Abilities, 5 
were not made equal in Favour and Sta- :

By theſe and the like wicked Arts of 
Albitious and Deſigning Men, have a 
People, naturally upright and fincere, 
and fam'd heretofore for an inviolable 
Regard to their Liberties and Religion, 
been betray'd into a ſhameful Indiffe- 
rence for both, or rather into a Love of 
Popery and Slavery; and, to make ſure of 


thele, they have ſuffer'd themſelves to be? 


inſentibly carried on from Jealouſy to 


Murmuring, and from Murmuring to Se- 


dition, and from Sedition to open Rebel- 
lion. A Rebellion, without Grievance 
and without Provocation ; againſt a 
PRINCE, not only Rightful and Law- 
ful, but wiſe and good, tender and 1n- 
dulgent ; concerted by Perſons, whoſe 
Crimes had render'd themſelves and their 
Fortunes deſperate, or who were confci- 
ous, that their Behaviour i in a late Reign, 


cbuld by no means entitle them to Truſt 


and Confidence in the preſent Admini- 
ſtra- 
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ſtration: A Rebellion, engaged in vigo- 
rouſly by Papiſts at Home, ſupported li- 
berally by Papiſts from Abroad, and car- 
ried on by a ftrange and melancholy 
Combination of Proteſtants and Papiſts, to 
eſtabliſh Popery and preſerve the Church : 
A Rebellion, in ſhort, begun upon very 
wicked Motives, and carried on by Me- 
thods no leſs wicked ; the Succeſs of 
which, muſt have bereav'd Engliſhmen 
and Proteſtants of whatever is moſt dear 
and valuable to them; and therefore, for 
the Miſcarriage of it, are all true Engli/h- 
men and Proteſtants, with very great 
Reaſon, joining this Day, in the ſincereſt 
and humbleſt Praiſes to Almighty God. 

Ry his Bleſſing upon the Counſels of a 
wiſe and fteady Prince, ſeconded by the 
Vigilance of a faithful Miniftry and the 
Valour of a Loyal Army, this wicked 
and unnatural Rebellion is now at an 
end. But when the unhappy Seeds of it 
(Diſcontent, Murmuring and Sedition) will 
waſte and die; when it is that we ſhal 
ceaſe to withſtand our own Happineſs, 
and (as it is in the Text) to provoke God 
by our own Counſel; or rat} er by ſetting up

our Counſel againſt his, He only knows. 
To all appearance, we ſeem to be impr 0- 
wing, every Day, not only in new Badges 
and Enſigns of Sedition, but even in 
new Arts and Methods of Slander. When 
there is nothing in View in the preſent 
face of Things, that will watrant the 
Slanders which we would fix npon the 
Adminiſtration ; the Miſchief that may 
but poſſebly be attempted, is propagated 
wirh as gieat Aſſurance, and as much Suc- 
ceſs, as if it were actually executed.' 
Nay, when the Work of Slander is to be 
ferv'l, the ſame Thing Mall be true and 
falſe at the ſame time; If the Admini- 
ſtration is to be arraigned as unaccepta- 
ble to the People, every Corner of the 
Nation is in the utmoſt Diſcontent; but 
if at the ſame time, new Expedients are 
propos d to ſecure our Eſtabliſhment a- 
gainſt theſe Diſcontents, then there is no 
need of them, every Corner is perfectly 
calm and quiet. Further yet; there are 
Caſes, wherein we have maile it impoſſible 
for the Prince, which way ſoever he act, 
to act right; we have taken care, that 
Slander fhull not fail to find its Account

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equally on either ſide; If, for Inſtance, 
Mercy is to be ſhown to "Rebels, it is 
Fear ; If Juſtice is executed, it is Cruelty”:

III. Things being grown to this per- 
verſe and untoward State, it may not be

and ſerious ſenſe of the Unreaſonableneſs

In like manner, it muſt be confeſs'd, 
that the Proteſtant N on-jJurors act 
at leaſt a fair and conſiſtent Part. They 
have given no Pledges of Fidelity to the 
Government; on the contrary, many 
ha ve ſuffer'd in their Fortunes by deny- 
ing them; and they declare openly, that 
to give ſuch Pledges, would be to act 
againſt their Judgment and Conſcience. 
And ſince the Queſtion, Whether their 
Judgment be right or wrong, is a point 
of a Legal and Political Nature; the 
only Suggeſtion that can properly be 
offered from this Place, is, That they 
make themſelves ſure, upon an 1mpar- 
tial Examination of their own' Minds, 
that they cannot upon any fair Founda-

But certainly, among Chr:Sians, it is an 
ungueſtionable Doctrine, That Oaths, if 
unlawful, ought to be refuſed ; or if 
lawfully taken, ought to be kept: That 
a contempt of Oaths, as they are Solemn 
Appeals to God, ftrikes at the very 
Foundation of all Religion, and has an 
immediate Tendency to make Mankind 
Scepticks and Infidels : That (all Oaths 
apart) Obedience to Government for 
Conſcience- Sake, is a Duty expreſly en- 
joyn'd in Scripture; and Marmaring, 
Reviling, and Speaking evil of Dignities, 
expreſly condemn'd, as manifeſt Breaches 
of that Duty. In a Word, no Chri- 
ſtian can pretend to be ignorant, That 
Unty, Peace, arid Love, are the great 
Doctrines of the Goſpel ; nor that Va- 
France and Sedition, Strife and Envy, are 
the Works of the Devil. 425
